It has been confirmed 
by the City Attorney, 
Charles Martin, that an 
environmental impact re¬ 
port (EIR), which may cost 
the home owner thousands 
of dollars to have pre¬ 
pared, would be required 
for ail demolition permits 
on houses over 50 years 
old if the draft Historic 
Preservation Ordinance is 
passed. It would also be 
required for any project 
“that may cause a substan¬ 
tial adverse change in the 
significance of an histori¬ 
cal resource.” 

If the draft Historic 
Preservation Ordinance is 
passed giving the Cultural 
Heritage Commission 
(CHC) permission or man¬ 
date to compile a list of 
structures “listed in, or 
DETERMINED TO BE 
ELIGIBLE for listing in, 
the California Register of 
Historical Resources” 
(Pub. Resources Code 
#21084.1) then the Cali¬ 
fornia Environmental 
Quality Act (CEQA) of 
1970 requires that an EIR 
be prepared for any sub¬ 
stantial adverse changes to 
these structures. Presum¬ 
ably, the CHC would then 
have to review plans for 
ANY changes to any 
house on the “eligible list” 
in order to determine if 
they would be substan¬ 
tially adverse. The CHC is 
in the prtxess of compiling 
such a list. The draft ordi¬ 
nance does not require 
owner consent for inclu¬ 
sion of a property on the 
“eligible list.” 

CEQA regulations re¬ 
quire an EIR to be pre¬ 
pared for the approval of 
building and demolition 
permits involving the exer¬ 
cise of discretion (discre¬ 
tionary review), as op¬ 
posed to the mere determi-

nation as to whether an 
application conforms to 
zoning, fixed standards, 
and objective measure¬ 
ments (ministerial review). 

Currently, if you are not 
a designated historic re¬ 
source or live in a historic 
preservation overlay zone 
(HPOZ), such as on South 
Baldwin between the 
Blvd. and Orange Grove, 
then you can generally get 
an “over the counter” 
building or demolition per¬ 
mit from the City Planning 
Department. But the draft 
Historic Preservation Or¬ 
dinance would require dis¬ 
cretionary review by the 
CHC and thus trigger an 
environmental impact re¬ 
port. 

The most substantial as¬ 
pect of CEDA is found in 
Public Resources Code 
section 21002. That provi¬ 
sion “requires public agen-

Waste. The company has 
requested a rate of increase 
of 6 percent. This amount 
breaks down into three 
factors. The Cost of Liv¬ 
ing increase is 1.24 per¬ 
cent. A fee for additional 
disposal of bins attributes 
to 2.46 percent of the 
amount. The additional 
bins are related to an in¬ 
crease of tree trimming 
and curb removal done by 
the city. The last factor is 
for additional services of a 
2.3 percent increase. 

Joyce acknowledged 
that there would be real 
impact on the refuse cus¬ 
tomers in the city. An ex¬ 
ample provided by Joyce 
shows that a single family 
home would see an addi¬ 
tional $1.63 every two 
months. 

Jennifer De La Torre, 
Director of Communica¬ 
tions of Western Waste 
spoke on some of the ser¬ 
vices the company pro¬ 
vided the city at no charge. 
These included a poster 
contest on recycling for 
school children in Sierra 
Madre in order to provide 
awareness to parents. The 
company has also printed 
flyers explaining the sepa¬ 
rations of recycling and 
have began to incorporate 
recycling programs in lo¬ 
cal businesses. 

After public hearing 
and council discussion, the 
City Council moved to 


have staff reagendize the 
review of rate increase at 
the next council meeting. 

Preliminary discussion 
began regarding cable tele¬ 
vision franchise renewal 
issues. TCI Cablevision of 
California has requested to 
begin the cable franchise 
renewal process. The re¬ 
newal of the cable fran¬ 
chise is up in April 1998. 
Representatives of TCI 
met with city staff in 
March. With the assis¬ 
tance of a cable tv lawyer, 
the city will put together a 
negotiation agreement. 
Costs of this agreement 
include a cable consultant, 
community survey and 
counsel support. TCI 
Cable has agreed to fund 
the community survey. 

The City Council 
moved to have city staff 
begin the process and to 
arrange a study session. 
The study session is to be 
announced at a later date. 

City staff presented a 
five year lease agreement 
with Cox Communications 
to erect a communications 
antenna on city property. 
The 50 foot antenna will 
be placed in the Southwest 
area of the city yard. 
Along with five to seven 
freestanding five foot cabi¬ 
nets, the antenna would be 
fenced in a 600 foot area. 
The site is approximately 
17 feet south of the reser¬ 
voir. All power lines and 
cables would be housed 


underground. 

The lease will collect 
$12, 000 annually to be 
placed in the city’s general 
fund. This amount would 
be adjusted by the cost of 
living increase not to ex¬ 
ceed four percent'. The 
lease also includes a provi¬ 
sion to remove three tele¬ 
phone poles in the adjacent 
area which are no longer 
used. 

The City Council ap¬ 
proved the erection of the 
antenna and the lease 
pending the impact report 
to be completed in refer¬ 
ence to the California En¬ 
vironmental Quality Act. 
In addition, a conditional 
use permit must also be 
completed and approved 
prior to erecting the an¬ 
tenna. 

The council motioned 
to adopt the Municipal 
Schedule of Fees and 
Charges for City Services. 
A public hearing was held 
on these fees which in¬ 
clude labor costs, em¬ 
ployee benefits, opera¬ 
tional services, supply ex¬ 
penses, overhead ex¬ 
penses, administrative 
costs, startup costs, future 
capacity expenses, capital 
replacement expenses, 
cost and expansion of ser¬ 
vices and in some cases, 
repayment of debt. 

The next City Council 
meeting will be on June 
25, at 6:30 p.m. in City 
Hall.

cies to deny approval of a 
project with significant 
adverse effects when fea¬ 
sible alternatives or fea¬ 
sible mitigation measures 
can substantially lessen 
such effects.” According 
to the CEQA Guidelines, 
$ 15300.2, projects which 
“may cause a substantial 
adverse change in the sig¬ 
nificance of an historic re¬ 
source” are always consid¬ 
ered to have a “significant 
adverse effect.” The City 
can adopt a “statement of 
overriding consideration” 
to approve a specific 
project even if it has a sig¬ 
nificant adverse effect, but 
only after the preparation 
of a complete environmen¬ 
tal impact report. 

The City Council has 
included wording in the 
General Plan for the City 
which calls for an HPO 
which has as its purpose 
the voluntary participation 
of property owners in the 
preservation of historic re¬ 
sources. But the CEQA 
regulations would effec¬ 
tively negate many of the 
voluntary aspects. 

While members of the 
Citizens for Property 
Rights and others in the 
community requested the 
City Council to remove 
references to Historic Dis¬ 
tricts and Overlay Zones in 
the General Plan, the City 
Council let them remain, 
fueling fears that more 
Historic Districts and 
Zones are planned for the 


city. It is presumed that 
Historic Districts are con¬ 
sidered “historic re¬ 
sources” and thus subject 
to CEQA. 

If the Cultural Heritage 
Commission does not 
draw an “eligible list” or 
is not given discretionary 
review over property 50 
years or older to explore 
alternatives to demolition, 
then CEQA guidelines 
may not apply. Fifty per¬ 
cent of the houses in Sierra 
Madre are 49 years or

added. “Despite what the 
general opinion is, we 
don’t have lazy people in 
America. The average stu¬ 
dent at community col¬ 
leges is working and has a 
family.

Proposition 187, the Cali¬ 
fornia law which propo¬ 
nents hope will curb illegal 
immigration, protested 
loudly waving colorful 
signs such as “Deport 
illegals” and “L.A. is a 
third world cesspool.”

yelling ‘four more years’ 
and the guy just hit me,” 
said Stephen Winkler, the 
other demonstrator in¬ 
volved in the incident and 
a Democrat from Canyon 
Country. “He just hit me.” 

However, Sandy Wil¬ 
son, a Republican 25-year 
resident of Glendale, of¬ 
fered a different perspec¬ 


tive. “We were having a 
peaceful demonstration 
until those idiots came,” 
she said angrily. “I was 
here since 9 a.m. When 
those Clinton people 
came, that’s when the dis¬ 
turbance happened.” Wil¬ 
son is a member of Voices 
of Citizens Together, an 
organization against ille¬ 
gal immigration.

Question: I just bought a new car that 
is equipped with a turbo-charged engine. Are 
there any special care or driving requirements 
I should follow? 

/knswer: As always, you should fol¬ 
low the manufacturer's recommendations con¬ 
tained in your owner's manual. In addition, 
here are some tips that will help the perfor¬ 
mance and longevity of the engine. 

The most important thing to remem¬ 
ber when driving hard or just coming off the 
freeway is to let the engine idle for a minute 
or so. This will help the bearing within the 
turbo housing wind down and cool while ad¬ 
equate lubrication is being provided. 

Also, the oil in a turbo-charged engihe 
is more subject to deterioration, and should 
be changed (along with the filter) at intervals 
of 3,000 miles. 

It's important that the oil be the proper 
grade. The container should carry the API 
ratings SF/SG and CC/CD. Most major 
brands are SF/SG, but it is also important to 
have the CC and/or CD ratings for the extra 
stresses imposed by turbo-charged engines.

Berge Yeghiaian dies

Shop in Sierra Madre, died of heart complications in his 
sleep May 28 in his La Canada home. He was 67. 

Yeghiaian, a native of Jaffa, Israel was an active par¬ 
ticipant in his community, running for City Council and 
speaking up on local issues.
